RETURNS RELATING TO CRIMES 



—No. 2. — 

A RETURN of all Chimes and Outrages reported by the Stipendiary Magistrates and 
Officers of Police in Ireland, to the Inspector General of Police, or to the Irish 
Government, as having been perpetrated in their respective Districts from the 1st January 
1836 to the l2th December 1837 ; distinguishing such Crimes and Outrages as were con- 
tained in the usual Monthly Keports, and such as were specially reported. 



The following is a copy of that part of the Order of the House of Commons of the 12th De- 
cember 1837, the information requited by which is contained in documents in the Constabulary 
Office, That there be laid before this House, “ Returns of all Crimes and Outrages reported by 
the Stipendiary Magistrates and Officers of Police in Ireland, to the Inspector General of Police, or 
to the Irish Government, as having been perpetrated in their respective Districts, from the ist 
January 1836 to the 12th December 1837; distinguishing such Crimes and Outrages as were con- 
tained in the usual Monthly Reports, and such as were specially reported.” 

The reports of Outrages since the organization of the Force under the new Act, have only been 
embodied in general Monthly Returns since July 1836 ; I therefore now furnish them from July 2836 
to December 1837, inclusive ; I add some explanation on the subject of these Returns, as without it 
I consider the subject could not be understood. 

The Chief Constables of districts are enjoined by the regulations of the Force to report to me 
immediately every outrage which occurs within their districts; these Special Reports are embodied 
numerically In the general Monthly Returns of Outrage. 

The Chief Constables make also a hlonthly Return of all Convictions at the several Petty Sessions 
held within their respective districts. 

The Monthly Report of Outrages and Returns of Convictions at Petty Sessions fonn together 
a more complete view of the Crime of the country than could be obtained from any other mode 
which has suggested itself to me. As the Chief Constables are urged and obliged to report imme- 
diately every Outrage as it becomes known to the Police in their districts, the Monthly Returns of 
Outrage have Uie advantage of sliowing every crime that is committed in the country which is 
known to the Police ; thev afford consequently a much more ample view of the actual Crime com- 
mitted than could be obtained from any Returns of Convictions and Committals. 

With respect to the minor offences tried at Petty Sessions, the statement of the actual Convictions 
will probably be considered as quite sufficient. 

There has been no alteration in the form of the Returns since July 1836, but the system was 
a new one, and I do not consider that I had fully brought It to maturity till April 1 837 j from August 
2836 to March 1837, cases of common assaults and minor larcenies, that ought to have been 
included in the Returns of Convictions at Petty Sessions, were included in the Monllily Returns of 
Outrage. 

The Order of the House requires that the Return of Crime in each Officer’s district should be 
furnished ; the Returns are not made out for districts, but for counties, which will account for ihat 
part of the Order not being literally complied with. 

I believe that the system of making out a general Monthly Return for Government of the Con- 
victions at Petty Sessions is entirely new, and I only commenced furnishing the Government with 
that Return last month ; but I have the means in my office of furnishing it from a period prior to 
that. If furnished from the month of April 1837 to the present date, that Return, together with 
the Monthly Outrage Reports now furnished for the same period, would, I conceive, form the only 
complete view which can be given of the Crime of the country for that period. 

It will be observed that I say from April 1837, as I before mentioned that the Returns were not 
so fully matured before that period; they have since April 1837 been made up on a uniform system, 
under the immediate superintendence of the Inspector General, or one of the Deputy Inspectors 
General. 

The Order calls for the Reports of Stipendiary Magistrates ; these I do not receive ; this, however, 
cannot affect the accuracy of the numerical Returns, as the Chief Constables are bound to report 
to me every Crime committed within their districts, of which the Police are cognizant.
